Newest All-Way Stop Crosswalk 

CD 6 Councilmember Nury Martinez and LADOT GM Seleta Reynolds, with the help of 
neighborhood children, unveil the San Fernando Valley’s first "all-way stop controlled diagonal 
crosswalk" at the intersection of Sylvan Street and Sylmar Avenue in Van Nuys. The new 
crosswalk was installed near Van Nuys City Hall, Fire Station 39, Van Nuys Library, Los Angeles 
County Recorder's Office, Van Nuys Courthouse, and a daycare center. This is not only the 
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City’s first diagonal crosswalk at an all-way stop, but the first diagonal crosswalk in the Valley.

Engineering Associate, and Olga Ayala, Student Professional Worker served on the project 
team.
